A-Test Slated 
By IJS. Today 


ATOMIC TEST SITE, Nev. (AP* 
—The first blast of a scheduled 
atomic tripleheader 
lit up 
the 
mottled, predawn sky in a bril­ 
liant yellow flash today. 
The yellow gradually dissolved 
into a pink afterglow visible for 
several minutes in Las Vegas 
some 90 miles away. 
The blast, from beneath a bal- j 
loon 1.500 feet above Yucca Flat, 
was described by the Atomic En­ 
ergy Commission as about half 
nominal in yield. That means it 
had the power of about 10,000 tons 
of TNT — or about half the de­ 
structive force of each of the 
bombs dropped on the Japanese 
cities of Haroshima and Nagasaki 
at the end (rf World War II. 
The shot, nicknamed Socorro, 
was the first of three blasts set 
for today, weather permitting. All 
of the tests have been postponed 
at least once and one of them 
eight times.

U.S. Eligible 
Voters Placed 
At 76,145,600 


Official, Unofficial 
Figures Record For 
Midterm Election 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Official 
and 
unofficial 
estimates 
today 
placed the nation's eligible voters 
for the Nov. 4 elections at 76,145,- 
600. This is a record for a mid­ 
term election. 
Despite 
scattered 
reports 
of 
voter apathy, the same sources 
estimated the probable total vote 
in the 48 states at 48,131,226, in­ 
cluding the 284,226 already offi­ 
cially recorded for Senate candi­ 
dates in Maine Sept. 8. This also 
would be the highest for any non- 
presidential year. 
The Associated Press tabulation 
is based on estimates gathered 
from state officials, party chair­ 
men 
and 
in 
a 
few 
instances 
from veteran political writers. 
It showed a gain of 1,266,454 
qualified voters over the record 
established in the last midterm 
election in 1954. However, it is 
about four million under the total 
of eligibles for the 1956 presiden­ 
tial election. 
The estimated vote represents 
an increase of 3,683,730 over the 
previous midterm highest vote in 
1954. That total of 44,447,496 was 
reached by adding the top vote 
in each state whether for senator, 
governor or combined House vote. 
The 1954 official vote for repre­ 
sentatives was 42,582,927, includ­ 
ing 22,366,386 for Democratic can­ 
didates and 20,016,809 for Republi-

2 Americans 
Kidnaped By 
Cuban Rebels 


HAVANA (AP)—For the second 
time in four months, the U.S. Con­ 
sulate in Santiago today sought 
the release of Americans kid­ 
naped by rebels in eastern Cuba. 
The American Embassy in Ha- 
vanna said Ambassador Earl E. 
T. Smith had instructed Consul 
Park Wollam “to take a firm po­ 
sition in his contact with the 
rebels.” 
Two Americans and seven Cu­ 
bans were abducted from a Tex­ 
aco refinery near Santiago Mon­ 
day and taken to rebel hide-outs 
in the jungled mountains. The 
rebels told the Texaco manager 
they would be returned shortly, 
the embassy said. 
The Americans are Charles R.

City Will Ask 
Federal Aid Iii 
Sewer Project 


$33,000 Proposed 
For Construction Of 
Carpenters Run Line 


East Liverpool will seek $33,000 
in federal aid to help finance re­ 
construction and relocation of the 
Carpenters Run trunk line sewer, 
Mayor Fred P. Lawrence said to­ 
day. 
The section of the big line near­ 
est the city limits probably will 
be relocated in connection w i t h 
construction of a four-lane free­ 
way into West End, which is sched­ 
uled to start in 1959, the mayor 
explained. 
The remaining section of the line, 
which follows the course of the run, 
must be reconstructed because it 
is broken badly and allows t h e 
waste to escape into the stream, 
he said. 
Although the trunk line com­ 
prises part of the city’s sewage 
syftem, the cost of its repair and 
relocation was not included in the 
contracts for the disposal plant and 
interceptor sewer system. 
The $33,000 for which the city ex­ 
pects to apply represents the dif­ 
ference between the maximum of 
$242,000 for which it has been de­ 
clared eligible and the $209,000 
it expects to receive, based on the 
completed cost of the sewage pro­ 
ject. If the Carpenters Run pro­ 
ject is declared eligible for fed­ 
eral aid, the city can expect to 
receive the $33,000 difference be­ 
tween the $209,000 and the $242,000 
maximum. 
City officials are scheduled to 
meet Friday with the engineer­ 
ing firm of Michael Baker Jr., 
Inc., at Rochester, which has been 
preparing plans for the Carpenters 
Run project. If the plans and esti­ 
mates are advanced to a point 
where they can be studied by the 
federal government, they will be 
forwarded to the Chicago regional 
office of the U. S. Public Health 
Service, along with the request 
for aid. 
The request for aid would cov­ 
er the section of the line that must 
be reconstructed. The Baker con-

Pilot Of Military 
Jet Only Survivor, 
’Chutes To Safety 


ANZIO, Italy (A P)-A British 
airliner and an Italian military 
jet collided over Anzio today. 
Police 
said 30 persons were 
killed—the passengers and crew 
of a British European Airways 
Viscount. It plunged into an Itali­ 
an army artillery range. 
The pilot of the military plane 
parachuted to safety. Police said 
he was the only known survivor. 
The pilot, Capt. Giovanni Savor­ 
ed , was rushed to a hospital at 
Nettuno. 
BEA said its airliner was car­ 
rying 25 passengers and 5 crew 
members. 
The wing of the airliner was re­ 
ported to have snapped off in the 
collision. 
The plane was on a flight from 
London to Naples and Malta. 
Anzio is a small fishing port 
where B r i t i s h and American 
troops landed in World War II. 
Crash crews from Rome’s Ci- 
ampino Airfield, 30 miles from 
Anzio, rushed to the scene. 
The British plane was due at 
Naples at about I p.m. The col­ 
lision occurred at about that time. 
Airline officials first had report­ 
ed the collision came in a fog.

clear over all central Italy. 
The military plane continued its 
flight for a second after the col­ 
lision, then nosed over as the pilot 
bailed out.

State Says Salaries 
Trail National Trend 


Hancock County sets the pace 
for public school teachers’ salar­ 
ies in West Virginia. 
Aaron Rapking Jr., research di­ 
rector of the West Virginia Edu­ 
cation Association at Charleston, 
dug up the statistics in a break­ 
down of salaries by counties, but 
concluded that teachers in t h e 
state will slip farther behind their 
colleagues elsewhere. 
The average salary paid a West 
Virginia teacher will jump $100 to 
about $3,700 a year, Rapkind said, 
but the national average will in­ 
crease $300 to almost $5,000 per 
year. 
Almost half of the state’s 16,700 
public school teachers received 
pay raises ranging from $90 to 
$225 this year. 
Hancock County pays its begin­ 
ning teachers with bachelor’s de­ 
grees $3,765, while Kanawha ranks 
second at $3,510. 
Hancock probably ranks highest 
because 
of 
nearby 
competition 
from Ohio and Pennsylvania, he 
said. 
The county pays its qualified 
teachers with maximum experi­ 
ence $5,365 a year, which is $1,873 
more than state law requires. 
More than 80 per cent of West 
Virginia’s teachers live in the 33 
counties which kick in local sup­ 
plements to increase salaries. Sal­ 
aries in the 22 other counties be­ 
gin at $2,790 for a teacher with a 
bachelor’s degree. After 13 years 
experience, a teacher can make 
$3,492 in those counties, the maxi­ 
mum guaranteed by the state.

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No One Knows But The Voters 


There are beginning to be uneasy’ doubts 
about some of the sweeping guesses which 


have been made about the intentions of vot­ 
ers this year. 


Cautious guessers are remembering the 
presidential eledion in 1948 when what sup­ 
posedly was going to be a cut-and-dried elec­ 
tion went contrary to pre-election guesswork. 
They are warning that it could happen 
•gain in 1958. 


Though there is no line of division this 
time as sharp as the line that separated Har­ 
ry S. Truman and Thomas E. Dewey, the 
separation of voters into conflicting camps of 
opinion could upset many prevailing fore­ 
casts. 
These have been running against Republi­ 
can candidates, generally speaking, and in fa­ 
vor of Democratic candidates, particularly 
those candidates who claimed strong back­ 
ing by the political departments of labor 
unions. 


REPUBLICANS, it has been pointed out by 
the pollsters and sages, are suffering from or­ 
ganization apathy. They do not have the the­ 
oretical benefit that Democrats have, it is 
reasoned, because they lack the funds and 
the disciplined efforts of the labor unions* 
Committee on Public Education. 
Republicans, themselves, have felt they 
were at a disadvantage in this respect. Both 
President Eisenhower and Vice President 
Nixon have gone on the political stump for 
the express purpose of overcoming Republi­ 
can defeatism. 
Their success will be unknown until the 
votes are counted. But whether or not they 


have substantial effect as individuals, there 
could be an upsurge on Nov. 4 that would 
serve the same purpose. 
It could be an upsurge of silent voters— 
the kind who do not talk. It could be a sur­ 
prise demonstration in a state like Ohio of 
the previously proved fact that there is no 
such thing as a labor vote; that men and 
women who work for wages vote as they 
please, taking no orders from anyone. 
It could be a turnout at the polls of thou­ 
sands of voters who did not have to be regis­ 
tered 
through 
an 
intensive 
registration 
drive, because they never have let their reg­ 
istration lapse. 
It could be some unpredicted division of 
opinion over an emotional issue that came to 
the fore in the closing days of the campaign. 
It could be the manifestation of last-minute 
determination to upset the applecarts of can­ 
didates and backers who were visibly over­ 
confident. 


IN CONTESTS and showdowns where the 
issue was presented in a way to make it 
appear that union leadership at the national 
level was qualified to take over political 
leadership, it could be a grim resolve not to 
give union leadership a mandate to take 
over anything until it had purged itself of 
its Fifth Amendment faction. 
Or it could be the age-old instinct to stand 
up for the underdog when the odds are 
stacked against him. 
No one knows but the voters what is going 
to happen at the polls on Nov. 4, just as 
no one but the voters can know how the 
ballots were marked when the polls were 
open.

Campaign Oratory Again Fills The Air 
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The Republicans Come To Life 


Autos Finally Get Green Light 


There are 124 United Auto Workers units 
with which General Motors had to make lo­ 
cal settlements before it could get an ad­ 
vantage from its master settlement with the 
Onion on Oct. 2. 
The world’s largest corporation finally is 
seeing the light on the long-drawn-out pro­ 
cess of getting into production. Ford, which 
reached its master settlement Sept. 17, has 
now reached a respectable rate of momen­ 
tum in its production. 
Chrysler, which made its master settle­ 
ment Oct. I, one day before the General 
Motors settlement, has been lagging, though 
not so disastrously as the lag in General 
Motors, which was unable to produce a single 
car for two w’eeks this month. 
Perhaps the long interval between general 
and local settlements is to be expected and 
must be considered normal at the beginning 
of a contract that will run for three years. 
Perhaps the creation of scarce supply at 
the outset of an automotive year that is ex­ 
pected to bring a significant surge in new 
orders is good psychology. 


But there also is the possibility that a new 
element has been introduced to collective 


bargaining under the hard-bitten policy of 
Walter Reuther, UAW president. 


It may be that the trend toward nation­ 
wide bargaining now has been reversed for 
UAW strategical purposes and that employ­ 
ers who put up a common front against na­ 
tional unions for their own protection, as the 
Big Three of the auto industry did this year, 
will be nibbled to distraction by local peck­ 
ing. 


If this is a new device of big unionism, 
it will show up next summer in the negotia­ 
tions that must take place to give the steel 
industry a chance to continue its comeback. 
Here, too, the strategy has been to put 
up a common front of principal producers 
against the United Steelworkers. But if a 
master contract is going to be followed by 
weeks of local negotiations before production 
will be permitted by the unions, the come­ 
back could be delayed at a critical point in 
its development. 


For Once There's No Disagreement 


Alcoholism is a serious problem in the So­ 
viet Union. For once, there can be no dis­ 


agreement anywhere with Premier Khrush­ 


chev, who has ordered that something that 
can be done about it. 


His point of view is in agreement with the 
point of view’ of everybody who has tried to 
understand what causes alcohol to be abused. 
.It is not alcohol, itself, that is at fault, but 
people who abuse it. Khrushchev, himself, 
has abused alcohol. 
The problem in Russia, like the problem 
in pioneer America, is aggravated by a des­ 
perate search for some way to lighten the 
burden of human hardship. England had this 
aggravation in the early period of its indus­ 
trial revolution. Aldous Huxley referred to it 
in last week’s Saturday Evening Post as the 
universal problem of people who cannot bear

Post parade will be tense, especially 
for bettors revealing wagers on another plug. 
Then the cry of ‘‘They’re off” in Russian, 
causing suspense in all the capitals of the 
earth. If his horse wins Khrush may put a 
mouse in its saddle and enter it in the first 
Orbit Sweepstakes, hoping to send the first 
thoroughbred around the world, carrying 134 
pounds. 
If a loser, the horse will wind up hauling 
salt in Siberia. The jockey will face a firing 
squad. (Hope photo finish can be avoided 
showing Khrush’s hag second. Who wants a 
race official track photographer bumped off?) 
There is always the chance Russia will 
demand that horse testing cease. To question, 
“How can a crooked horse be detected?” 
Khrushchev replied, “ The way mine runs 
there is time enough to check by slow mail.” 
Possible chart summary: 
There was delay getting horses to paddock 
because of the slight lameness of Sputnag, 
charged to an im perialists plot. Horse work- 


to live w’ith themselves on the terms of their 
daily existence. Alcohol and narcotics have 
been the favored means of escape. 
The most recent escape is via tranquilizing 
drugs, which Huxley believes may become 
the means of reducing both alcoholism and 
drug addiction. But pending some break­ 
through of this nature, every society has 
searched for ways to enforce moderation 
through government restrictions. Among the 
Chinese, opium is the problem. Elsewhere, 
it is betel nuts.

Economic conditions are improv­ 
ing right along. Businessmen ex­ 
ude a feeling of confidence that, 
so far as recession is concerned, 
the worst is over and a boom is 
in sight. 
Politically speaking, Republicans 
have improved their chances of 
winning back many congressional 
seats they lost in 1956 by reason 
of the drop in farm income. Most 
of these districts are in the W?est. 
Republican congressmen in the 
agricultural areas who were de­ 
feated two years ago lost by nar­ 
row margins. It is conceivable that 
these seats will be regained. Where 
Democrats had hoped to pick up 
seats in the Middle West and Far 
West, they may not make as many 
gains. This probably, is the real 
reason for the revision of their 
estimates.

munist regime or some other lead­ 
ers to rule them. The idea seems 
to be to sacrifice the people living 
in freedom on the offshore islands. 
The whole issue is one that is 
beginning to be understood by the 
American people. The offshore is­ 
lands are a symbol of freedom. To 
give them up is to announce to 


the entire free world that America 
is retreating and surrendering. 


SECRETARY DULLES had ask­ 
ed for a “dependable cease-fire,” 
but the Communists now have giv­ 
en an example of capricious be­ 
havior which serves to emphasize 
the difficult course which the Pres­ 
ident has to steer in trying to keep 
Far East developments from drag­ 
ging America into a large war. 
The obvious purpose of the on- 
again-off-again tactics of the Com­ 
munists is to produce, if possible, 
some embarrassment for the Ei­ 
senhower administration during the 
current political campaign. 
But the American people are 
standing behind the President and 
those few Democratic spokesmen 
who would like to see delicate is­ 
sues of an international nature kept 
out of the campaign. 


WASHINGTON 
This is not going to be one of 
the most memorable political cam­ 
paigns. If there’s any excitement, 
it comes from the orators. 
In this campaign there have 
been the usual exaggertion, the 
usual gas, some stumbling, and a 
division within the parties. 
Most unusual feature: the Ei­ 
senhower administration’s appar­ 
ent uncertainty on what strategy 
to use. 
In the field of exaggeration: 
former President Truman’s crack 
that some of Eisenhower’s advis- 
ers--“the 
big 
boys”—apparently 
“ deliberately 
planned 
to 
bring 
this recession about.” 
In the gas field: the long-over­ 
worked Republican cry t h a t a 
Democratic victory meant social­ 
ism. Republicans have been cry­ 
ing that for more than two dec­ 
ades. 
But when they had a chance- 
after President Eisenhower’s first 
victory—to try to wipe out New 
and Fair Deal legislation, they 
embraced most of it and expand­ 
ed on it. 
Some 
examples 
of 
divisions 
within the parties: 
1. Truman took a stand against 
partisan attacks in the field of 
foreign policy right after his for­ 
mer 
secretary 
of 
state, 
Dean 
Acheson, made foreign policy a 
major issue. A whole swarm of 
Democrats followed Acheson, not 
Truman. 
2. There’s division between the 
conservative 
and 
more 
liberal 
Republicans 
and 
even 
between 
Republican 
candidates 
in one 
state. For example, take Califor­ 
nia’s Gov. Goodwin Knight and 
Sen. William F. Knowland. 
3. Truman and the Democratic 
national chairman, Paul Butler, 
not unaware of the big Northern 
Negro and liberal vote, castigated 
some of their own party, Southern 
Democratic supporters of public 
school segregation. 
4. 
D u l l e s 
and 
Eisenhower 
seemed unsure what to do about 
letting foreign policy get into the 
campaign. At first they were in 
agreement with Truman on keep­ 
ing it out. Dulles, in fact, said he 
agreed with Truman. 
He even rebuked Vice Presi­ 


dent Nixon for tearing into the 
Democrats’ 
handling of foreign 
affairs when they were in charge. 
Eisenhower seemed to rebuke him 
too. The President said: “I realize 
that 
when 
someone 
makes 
a 
charge, another individual is go­ 
ing to reply. I deplore that.” 
But Nixon wouldn’t shut up or 
backtrack. 
News 
surveys 
indi­ 
cated the Republicans were in for 
a real beating in the November 
elections. While Eisenhower sat 
at home with an above-the-strife 
attitude, Nixon was out campaign­ 
ing hard. 
It was he who was providing 
the campaign leadership, not Ei­ 
senhower. He made it plain he 
wouldn’t stop talking on foreign 
policy. This could have meant a 
split between him and Eisenhow­ 
er. 
Faced with this prospect, both 
Eisenhower and Dulles melted, 
switched around and gave Nixon 
a go-ahead. 
If Eisenhower gave the appear­ 
ance 
of 
being 
uncertain 
what 
strategy to use, he brought it on 
himself. On Oct. 6 he called Re­ 
publican 
leaders to the WTiite 
House to “combat complacency 
and apathy” among Republican 
voters. 
After leaving Eisenhower, the 
leaders issued a blazing statement 
full of political cliches, attacking 
the Democrats. Because they did 
this right after leaving the Presi­ 
dent, some people interpreted it 
as meaning he blessed the state­ 
ment. 
It seems he didn’t. On Oct. 15, 
asked at a news conference if he 
approved, Eisenhower replied: “ It 
was not my statement, it was 
theirs, and I think politicians do 
love to make things very posi­ 
tive.” 
A few days later he started out 
on the campaign trail himself, 
landed in California, and with the 
help of some speech writers, made 
his own blazing attack on the 
Democrats. 
Whether at this late date in the 
campaign 
anything any of the 
politicians say can swing a vote 
is, for them, only a hope and a 
guess. 
But 
anyone who’s been 
around a few years has heard it 
all before.

AS ECONOMIC conditions im­ 
prove, the city vote of the Repub­ 
licans should also show less of a 
deviation from normal.

WASHINGTON 
Congress will try next year to 
make sure government employes 
do not serve two masters. 
Rep. Emanuel Ceiler (D-NY), 
chairman of the House Judiciary 
Committee, has instructed 
t h e 
committee staff to prepare for a 
legislative campaign to revise ex­ 
isting “conflict of interests” stat­ 
utes. 
On the Senate side, the confusing 
aspects of current law on the sub­ 
ject may be emphasized when Lt. 
Gen. James H. Doolittle comes up 
for confirmation of his presiden­ 
tial appointment to the Advisory 
Council of Aeronautics and Space 
Exploration. 
Gen. Doolittle is board chair­ 
man of Space Technology Labor­ 
atory, a California company that 
does practically all its 30-million- 
dollar-year business with the Air 
Force. 


ON THE SURFACE, the possi­ 
bilities for a conflict-of-interest in 
the Doolittle case are obvious: the 
advisory council will play a large 
part in deciding what space proj­ 
ects will be assigned to the mili­ 
tary and thus to the Air Force. 
The amount of business that Space 
Lab gets from the Air Force thus 
will depend on decisions made by 
the space agency. 
Gen. Doolittle himself is aware 
of the conflict-of-interest potential 
of the situation, but has t o l d 
friends that he would give up the 
government appointment, w h i c h 
carries no salary, rather than re­ 
sign his position with the Space 
Lab, which he considers of public 
as well as of private importance. 
A survey of present conflict-of- 


interest laws, made by the staff of 
the House Judiciary Committee, 
indicates that there is no specific 
law that would cover the Doolittle 
case. It is a situation that must be 
settled by the Senate when it takes 
up confirmation of the appoint­ 
ment January. 


IN A PRELIMINARY survey of 
the problem, the House committee 
staff concluded that “existing con­ 
flict-of-interest law comprises over­ 
lapping, inconsistent and incom­ 
plete provisions, which not only 
differ among themselves w i t h 
respect to the classes of persons 
covered, but are also subject to 
numerous general and special ex­ 
emptions.” 
In general, the law prohibits 
government employes from: 
1. Receiving or agreeing to re­ 
ceive pay from private sources 
for services on m atters pending 
before federal agencies. 
2. Participating in the prosecu­ 
tion of claims against the govern­ 
ment. 
3. Sitting on both sides of the 
bargaining table in conducting the 
government’s business. 
The law also prohibits former 
government employes from prose­ 
cuting claims against the govern­ 
ment on matters in which 
they 
were 
involved 
as 
government 
workers for two years after leav­ 
ing the federal service. 
The purpose of a revision, 
the 
house staff report says, “would be 
to assure the federal service 
of 
maximum security against uneth­ 
ical practices on the part of its 
employes without at the s a m e 
time undermining the dignity of 
the service or making such service 
repugnant to able men and wom­ 
en.”

Space missiles returning to earth 
may bring dread new diseases to 
mankind. 
Eminent doctors on both sides of 
the Iron Curtain have been pri­ 
vately discussing this likelihood, 
according to Canadian specialists 
recently in Europe. 
News that the American Pioneer 
moon missile was carefully disin­ 
fected before launching to elimin­ 
ate possible carriage to the moon 
of human diseases illustrates in 
reverse the line of speculation now 
causing concern among the med­ 
ical profession. 
Many doctors fear that missiles, 
components or instruments success­ 
fully returned to earth from outer 
space will bring sources of infec­ 
tion totally unknown to doctors. 
“We just don’t know what lies 
ahead,” said a prominent Canadian 
research professor. “We could be 
on the brink of terrible challenges. 
Medicine may have to fight new 
diseases as bad or worse than bu­ 
bonic plague, smallpox and cholera. 
Possibly we shall be compelled 
into a while new field of virus re­ 
search.

space travel will tend to be anti­ 
septic. We all hope so. But we 
have nothing definite yet to work

on. It is logical to assume that 
objects returning f r o m farther 
space and eventually from other 
planets could carry agents pernici­ 
ous to human and animal life here 
and totally resistant at first to our 
present methods of immunication.” 
Doctors from many parts of the 
world in recent months have spec­ 
ulated on the problem. They hope 
there can be full international co­ 
operation, untrammeled by polit­ 
ical barriers, in the early stages 
of space travel to enable doctors 
to pool their knowledge on the 
problems of health resulting from 
interplanetary communication.

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Council Given ‘Inventory’ 
Wellsville Traffic Safety 
Program Improved In ’57 


Wellsville^ traffic safety pro­ 
gram and record improved ll per 
cent in 1957 over 1956, according to 
the annual inventory of traffic safe­ 
ty activities presented Wellsville 
City Council Tuesday night by An­ 
drew J. Pavlik of the Ohio Depart­ 
ment of Highway Safety. 
Pavlik reviewed the comprehens­ 
ive report point by point. Earlier, 
Police Chief John Hephner w a s 
presented a plaque for the city 
showing an improved program and 
no traffic fatalities during 1957. 
The analysis evaluated ail phases 
of the city’s program, covering ac­ 
cident records, traffic engineering, 
death and injury records, police 
traffic supervision, traffic court, 
school and public traffic safety ed­ 
ucation and organization for traffic 
safety improvement. 
On the total program, barring 
records, the city’s improvement 
represents an increase of 4 per 
cent over 1956. The only section 
where the percentage was lower 
than the previous year was po­ 


lice traffic supervision. C h i e f 
Hephner served as inventory co­ 
ordinator. 
Each section was filled out by 
the person in charge. The reports 
are then sent the National Safety 
Council which acts as the admin­ 
istrative agency for the inventory. 
The reports are then given advis­ 
ory groups for study and recom­ 
mendations for improvement. 
Wellsville falls in Group IO. for 
cities with a population of 5.000 
to 10,000. Wellsville^ population is 
7.852. A total of 351 municipalities 
reported in this category. 
Several recommendations for im­ 
provement were made in each 
phase of the program. 
Pavlik pointed out a city’s fi­ 
nances sometimes govern whether 
or not a certain program can be 
undertaken. 
The analysis is prepared free of 
charge. Pavlik said the inventory 
for 1958 will be started in Novem­ 
ber. The analysis will be ready in 
October 1959.

based his estimates on radio re­ 
ports from the Army’s Explorer 


satellites, none of which exceeded 
2,000 miles in orbital height. 
He made no mention of this 
month’s Air Force moon rocket, 
shot to a height of nearly 80,000 
miles. 
Preliminary 
information 
from that shot indicates the radia­ 
tion may increase in intensity to 
a height of 5,000 or 6,000 miles 
and begin to diminish about 10,000 
miles above the earth. A State 
University of Iowa scientist said, 
however, these reports were pre­ 
mature. 
Dr. Stuhlinger said that, based 
on analyses of reports from the 
American satellites, the radiation 
belt may peter out at about 2,000 
miles altitude.

Bagging one is quite a trick. Even 
the best shots can miss a grouse 
about as easy as any wild bird that 
exists. 


THE BOW and arrow hunters 
are busy putting in long hours of 
stalking and slipping around In- 
dian-style hoping to bag a deer 
Getting a shot within killing range 
is one thing and actually bagging 
a deer is a rarity. 
Only one I heard about being 
taken in this county last season 
was brought down by a hunter 
from Findley, Ohio. All I know 
about that was the newspaper clip­ 
ping from their local paper that 
was mailed to me.

School Bonds 
Will Cost No 
Extra Taxes 


Residents Of Stanton 
District Told Power 
Plant Enables Cut 


Jefferson County Auditor Steph­ 
en J. Hamrock told Stanton School 
District residents Tuesday night 
that property owners will pay no 
additional taxes by approving a 
$498,000 bond issue at the Nov. 4 
general election. 
Hamrock told some 70 at a pub­ 
lic 
meeting 
at 
Hammondsville 
School that due to revaluation of 
the Stanton District because of con­ 
struction of the multi-million dol­ 
lar Ohio Edison Co. plant at Strat­ 
ton, the tax potential of the school 
district has been boosted from $5 
million to $11 million — doubling 
funds available for school operat­ 
ing expenses. 
Stanton voters will go to the polls 
Nov. 4 to decide the $498,000 bond 
issue calling for a new 10-room con­ 
solidated building at Empire and 
a $19,000 inside toilet project at 
the Hammondsville building. 
Hamrock said that while a 5.1 
millage rate on each $100 valuation 
in property was previously asked 
on the bond plan, the rate will now 
be decreased to 2.5 mills due to 
construction of the power plant. 
The County Budget commission 
will then be asked to reduce the 
school district’s current operation­ 
al levy by an equal amount, or 
2.5 mills, offsetting a possible tax 
increase if the bond issue is ap­ 
proved. 
Stanton officials added that be­ 
cause ballots for the election have 
already been printed to permit 
absentees to vote, the ballot word­ 
ing will read 5.1 mills for the bond 
plan but will actually mean 2.5 
mills because of the decrease. 
The new school proposal and the 
inside toilet plan will be coupled 
together on the ballot, officials 
said. The Hammondsville school is 
said to be the only one in the area 
without inside toilet facilities. 
Proponents for the bond issue 
have organized a citizens’ commit­ 
tee and have sent out letters urg­ 
ing support of the project to pro­ 
vide classrooms for students along 
the riverfront. 
The present Stratton and Empire 
buildings are both in “poor condi­ 
tion and unfit for school purposes,” 
while neither measures up to re­ 
cently adopted standards of the 
State Department of Education, ac­ 
cording to officials. 
The third school in the river­ 
front area, Port Homer, is to be 
razed to make way for re-location 
of State Route 7.
